Foreign Secretary Zimmermann Declares Plot to 
Ally Mexico and Japan Against United States 
is Not Inspired by Unfriendliness But That it

Says, is Its Conditions.

No More a Plot Than “Plot” Report­ 
ed in South Amerioa to be At­ 
tempted by United States

Zimmermann America Country Tried 
to Line up Neutrals in Op­ 
position to His County

Berlin, (Via Sayville), March 3.— 
Foreign Secretary Zimmermann to­ 
day justified Germany’« 
aetion 
in 
seeking to ally Mexico and 
Jaan 
against the United States. 
Such a course, he said, was mere­ 
ly a defensive measure, not 
to be 
carried out except in case the Unit­ 
ed States declared war on Germany. 
Moreover, he said it was no ’more a 
plot than the “plot” which was 
re­ 
ported in South American newspa­ 
pers 
as 
having 
been 
undertaken 
against Germany 
by 
the 
United 
States when America sought, 
ac­ 
cording 
to 
South 
American 
and 
other newspaper representatives to 
line up American republics in com­ 
mon action against Germany. 
Zimmermann said: “I fail to see 
how such a plot is inspired by un­ 
friendliness on our part. 
“It would mean nothing but that 
we would use 
means 
universally 
admitted in war in case the United 
States declared war, 
“The most important part of the 
alleged plot 
is its conditions 
and 
form. 
The whole plot falls flat in 
case the United States does not de­ 
clare war against us. 
“And if we really as the 
report 
alleges consider the possibility 
of 
a hostile act 
by the United States 
against us then we really had rea­ 
sons to do so.*’

DISPLAYS RECRUITING SIGN 


Postmaster Hunt Unfurls Big Blue 
Flag in Front of Postofllce. 


A big blue flag emblematic of the 
United States army recruiting sta­ 
tion was unfurled at the postoffice 
this afternoon. 
Under a recent or­ 
der of the postoffice department the 
postmasters are authorized to act as 
recruiting agents for the army and 
the flag will serve to impress on the 
fmblie the need for more men for the 
array at this particular time. 
Under 
this act the postmaster is allowed a 
fee of $5 for 
every man recruited. 
Postm aster Hunt has previously an­ 
nounced that he will donate his fee 
to the men enlisting.

Washington, March 3—Germany’s 
unabashed 
acknowledgement today 
of conspiracy 
to align Japan 
and 
Mexico for 
invasion 
of 
United 
States appears to have removed the 
last opposition in the senate to the 
armed neutrality bill. 
First news of the Berlin admission 
was read into the record. It created 
a profound impression on senators, 
being reread by unanimous request. 
It made absolutely certain 
that 
before midnight 
President 
Wilson 
will have the fullest authority 
of 
congress to arm 
American 
mer­ 
chantmen against submarine attacks 
and uphold American rights at 
sea 
through “other instrumentalities.” 
Republicans amazed at what some 
called “brazen” admission from Ber­ 
lin, announced 
the measure would 
have their ungrudging support. 
Senator Brandegee, 
Connecticut, 
opened the debate on the bill at the 
morning routine, urging unison of all 
factions 
in a face-about 
against 
Germany. 


He declared war 
should immedi­ 
ately 
result 
if Germany 
should 
sink another American 
ship after 
arming by the government. 
“If another of our’vessels is sunk 
after this action 
by the 
congress 
then there 
would 
be war if this 
country 
is 
fit 
to live,” 
shouted 
Brandegee. 


The senate failed to ballot on the 
armed neutrality bill last night a f­ 
ter eight hours of strenuous debat­ 
ing. 
Recess 
was taken 
early this 
morning until 10 a. m. but no 
time 
was set for a record vote. 
The agreement for the recess was 
reached 
after 
Senator 
LaFollette 
had withdrawn 
his objection to 
a 
proposal by Senator Hitchcock that 
jthe bill passed by 
the 
house 
be 
taken up by unanimous consent as a 
substitute for the 
broader 
senate 
measure, which retains the provision 
that the president shall use “other 
instrumentalities” 
if necessary, 
in 
addition to arming merchant ships, 
in protecting the lives of Americans. 
The senate bill is the one that the 
president has indorsed. 
Democrats 
in charge 
of the bill 
proposed 
substituting 
the 
house 
measure so that the bill could go 
into conference 
immediately 
after 
its passage by the Mmnte, instead of 
having to be sent back to the house. 
Senator LaFollette, 
upon 
whose 
attitude virtually depends the time 
for a vote in the senate, declined to 
agree upon an hoar 
for the vote.

3 . — 
President Wilson will not call an 
extra session now, it was officially 
learned today. 
If the present 
congress can complete its work, 
developments in the international 
situation are not such as to war­ 
rant a call for assembling the new 
congress at this time. 
State department officials said 
that the fact that Germany ad­ 
mitted her act did not alter the 
diplomatic situation. 
“W e were convinced of the 
authenticity of the plot,” said one

what Germany had to say might 
have a bearing on whether or not 
the admission aggravated the sit­ 
uation.

TWO MEN HERE LAST SUMMER 


Spent More Than Week Apparently 
Making Maps— German Here 
Recently Aroused Suspicion 


NO EXTRA

ond session of the sixty-fourth con­ 
gress will adjourn sine die at noon 
tomorrow. 


Adjournment may actually come 
several hours 
after noon

be stopped and set light again only 
after the present congress is his­ 
tory. 


There will be no extra session un­ 
til June a t the earliest unless inter­ 
national possibilities make it essen- 
fcail that senate 
and house 
meet 
sooner.

is confidently predicted 
by 
leaders of both parties the armed

The first work of the 
next con­ 
gress when it is called in and after 
the month or more than may he nec­ 
essary for organization,- will he to 
pass any appropriations lost by the 
dying congress.

senate declared a willingness to fall 
in behind the president in his move

Have German spies ever visited in 
this county 
to gather 
information 
regarding the topography 
and gen­ 
eral conditions 
in 
case 
Germany 
should ever go to war with the Unit­ 
ed States? 
' There are some persons in Rush­ 
ville who 
suspected 
such a thing 
but their suspicions were based 
on 
such slight 
foundation 
that they 
hesitated to say anything. However, 
since the revelation of the intrigue 
on the part of Germans that has ex­ 
tended to all parts 
of the 
United 
States, have been disclosed it is no 
longer believed 
that 
some 
things 
which have transpired in Rush coun­ 
ty in the last several months 
are 
just figments of the imagination. 
Last summer 
two 
strange 
men 
spent more than a week in 
Rush 
county and were apparently engaged 
in making maps. 
No one was 
ever 
able to discover what their business 
here was. 
A 
few 
weeks 
ago 
a 
stranger spent several 
days 
here, 
ostensibly as a representative of 
a 
fertilizer company, 
but 
he devoted 
all of his 
time 
to upholding 
the 
cause of Germany. 
The two men here 
last 
summer 
suspicion by their actions. 
Attention was directed to them when 
they attempted to buy some tracing 
loth. 
Failing to 
find it at stores, 
they were 
directed to a 
Rushville 
man who was believed to have some, 
lie provided them with some of the 
tracing cloth, but they were 
very 
discreet about 
their business 
here 
and re fused to discuss the 
subject 
at all. 
The two men said 
they had ex­ 
hausted their supply of tracing cloth 
before they had 
expected 
to 
and 
that they did not have time to get 
any 
elsewhere 
immediately. 
They 
would likely use tracing cloth 
for 
but one thing—making maps. When 
the suspicions of the man who sold 
them tracing cloth were aroused, he 
attempted to learn something about 
their business here, but they 
were 
silent as the Sphinx on that topic. 
It was found that they drove out 
of Rushville each day and returned 
late at nighf. They carried cameras. 
!t was observed that they apparent­ 
ly were employed by no firm. 
They- 
<ent out a letter each day, it is said, 
in a plain envelope. 


The other man who aroused sus­ 
picions by his unusual partisanship 
i or Germany posed as an agent for 
a fertilizer manufacturing establish­ 
ment, but persons who became inter­ 
ested in him 
could not understand 
why he should spend a week or ten 
days here and do nothing much, hut 
loaf around cigar stores and bowl­ 
ing alleys. 


This man said lie was a native of 
Germany and that he did not return 
to his country because he did not 
want 
to fight. 
Aecoiding 
to 
his 
story, his father was a very influen­ 
tial citizen, being the manager of a 
large string of packing hou ses. 
ibis alleged 
fertilizer 
salesman 
managed to get into several heated 
arguments about 
the war in public 
plpces. 
Much of the sentiment was 
pro-ally and some bad feeling was 
ongendei d. 
It is said that a Rnsh- 
\ille man called the German to one 
side and told him he had better not 
be too 
caustic 
or he might cause 
trouble. I he next dav he disappear­ 
ed and has never returned.

HILBERT AND 
HISlWIFE held 
FOR MURDER 


Orange Farmer, Father of Russell J. 
Hilbert, and Boy’s Step-mother 
Freed and Arrested. 


PROSECUTOR FILES CHARGES 


Attorney for Hilberts Get Release 
on Writ of Habeas Corpus and 
They Are Rearrested. 


PRELIMINARY LIKELY MONDAY 


Grand Jury is Called to Meet Then 
to Investigate Mysterious Death 
Two Weeks Ago. 


Following their release on habeas 
corpus proceedings instituted in the 
Fayette circuit court, Herman Hil­ 
bert and his wife, Lillian Hilbert of 
near Orange were re-arrested late 
last night on an affidavit charging 
first degree 
murder in connection 
with the death of Hilbert’s little son, 
Russell J. Hilbert, who died suddenly 
in convulsions two weeks ago today. 
The affidavit charging murder was 
filed by James 
Clifton, prosecuting 
attorney of Fayette county. 
The Hilberts have been held in the 
Connersville jail merely on suspicion 
since one week ago yesterday. 
The 
officers have 
intimated 
that they 
knew more about the death of the 
little boy than has been told, but no 
charges were placed against them up 
until last night. 
Late yesterday af­ 
ternoon Frank M. Edwards, acting as 
their attorney, instituted the habeas 
corpus proceedings against the of­ 
ficers and last night shortly before 
ten o’clock Judge Springer granted 
the writ. 
As 
the Hilberts were leaving the 
court room they were formally ar­ 
rested on the charge of murder. The 
habeas corpus proceedings tended to 
force the officers to shoYfr their hand 
and in order to hold the parties the 
prosecutor found it necessary to file 
the affidavit. 
They were taken back 
to jail 
without bond. 
The grand 
jury has been 
called for Monday 
when an investigation of the case 
will be made. 
The arrest of Ililberf 
and his wife will in no way affect the 
action of the grand jury. 
First indications today were that 
a preliminary hearing would be held 
this afternoon, but it was announced 
at Connersville that there would he 
no preliminary for the couple until 
Monday, and possibly not then. 
Coroner Cooper had not yet filed 
his verdict this afternoon and there 
was no intimation of when he would 
likely place it on file. 


Herman Hilbert and his wife were 
first arrested after the coroner had 
received a 
report that 
the boy’s 
stomach contained traces of strych­ 
nine. He ordered them held pending 
an investigation. 
It has been gen­ 
erally understood that his investiga­ 
tion was to close today and this may 
have led to the effort to get the par­ 
ties out of jail. 
They were free for 
the time being, hut the prosecutor 
headed off the attempt to turn them 
loose by filing the affidavit. 
Judge Springer did 
not hesitate 
to grant the writ of habeas corpus 
as they had been in juil for a week 
without 
the 
sign of a charge and 
without any positive statement as to 
when one would he filed. 
- 
The little boy’s body was exhumed 
last Sunday and 
additional 
tests 
made for poison. 
It is understood 
that the coroner received his report 
on this last test yesterday 
after­ 
noon.
